large streams, mony small ones are im­ 
pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any size which is not w'ell 
lighted by the power of some mountain 
stream. 
At Montreux Hie electric tramway 
gets its power iii this way, and from the 
old Roman town of Vevey to the me­ 
dieval castle of Chiffon one may ride in 
a trolley car propelled by Hie power of 
an insignificant little stream which may 
or may not be noticed when climbing 
up the hillsides just above.

a product of pure genius is tabooed un­ 
less it is smuggled into a symphony, as 
by Tschsikowsky. 
What makes the sit- 
Diitinu t h e more peculiar is that pianists 
of the highest caliber never besit, te to 
insert waltzes by Chopin or Strauss on 
their programmes. 
But, then, pianists 
are their own lasses; they have no 
academic board of directors. 
The taboo placed on the Strauss 
waltzes by the minor professional mu­ 
sicians who regulate orchestral concert 
affairs is seen in its full blooded asinin­ 
ity when we bear iu mind how the 
greatest composers of our century have 
honored and admired Johann Strauss. 
To 
begin with the two antipodes, 
Brahms wrote on Mme. Strauss fan the 
first bars of the “ Blue Danube W altz,” 
with the words, “ Not by Brahms, I re­ 
gret to say.” 
And Richard Wagner 
wrote in 1868 that “ a single Strauss 
waltz surpasses in charm, refinement 
and genuine musical value most of the 
imported ami often laboriously manu­ 
factured products of foreign musicians. ’ 
It is often said that Wagner undervalue*! 
his contemporaries, but Liszt, Franz and 
Btrauss are decided exceptions. 
Mos- 
kownki relates that once at a dinner 
Wagner proposed a toast "to all music­ 
al get ii u n * s 
from Bach 
to 
Johann 
Strauss,” and it is known that he often 
played his waltzes at Baireuth with 
more animation than skill. 
Liszt’s ad­ 
miration for Btrauss was equally sin­ 
cere, and his greatest pupil, Tausig,

Spider Silk. 
Notwithstanding the failure common­ 
ly attending attempts hitherto made to 
obtain from spiders, gathered collective­ 
ly for the purpose, an amount of silk 
sufficient for industrial uses, it is no\v 
claimed by M. Camholle, a French nat­ 
uralist, that the Madagascar species of 
this insect is susceptible of management 
capable of some practical results in this 
line. 
He has found that the spider of 
that country is capable of producing at 
the beginning of its work more than 
IOO yards of thread per hour, increas­ 
ing in quantity until it actually pro­ 
duces more than 150 yards in that 
length of time. 
His experiments also 
show that this thread has about the 
consistency and strength of the thread 
yielded by the silkworm that is fed on 
mulberry leaves. A peculiar little ma­ 
chine winds the threads on bobbins as 
soon as it issues from the spider.—New 
York Bun.

ago. 
It 
is

plain, 
square, 
two - story 
brick 
building containing the jail and the 
residence of the sheriff. 
The rooms oc­ 
cupied by the sheriff are opposite the 
cells on the west floor, and above the 
cells located iii the basement. 
At the 
time of my visit four prisoners occupied 
the front cell on the first floor, the door 
ot which opens into the center corridor 
opposite the parlor. 
"There are IO cells,not one of w hich is 
fit for occupancy. 
The sewerage is 
coiisnicuous largely by its absence. 
Iii 
the basement corridor a drain in the 
floor was full of water. The cells in 
this 
part 
are separated from 
the 
windows by a corridor. 
The windows 
an* 
small, 
and 
are 
heavily 
barred, 
and 
through 
them 
fil­ 
ters all the air and light the prisoners 
receive. 
In addition they are damp. 
The windows in cells on the first and 
second floors are barred and are covered 
with perforated boiler plate. 
There are 
no facilities for bathing whatever. 
"That the jail has outgrown its use­ 
fulness is 
unquestionable. 
As 
a 
prison 
it 
is 
unsafe, 
inadequate, 
antiquated, a constant menace to the 
health of the prisoners, the sheriff and 
his family, and a school for crime. The 
board of county visitors in 1$)8 said of 
it: *It is a disgrace to any civilised 
community ; but it is as well kept as its 
dilapidated conditional.! allow.’ Gr md 
juries have condemned it repeatedly. Tho 
intelligent people of the county who arc 
familiar with its conditions condemn it. 
Common sense and common decency 
condemn it. 
It condemns itself. 
"The building is in a bad state of re­ 
pair, aud the time has come when but 
two courses arc open to the commis­ 
sioners. 
First, to repair the old ja il; 
second, to remodel it thoroughly, and 
add some suitable provision for the 
sheriff and his family. 
"The first of these has the follow­ 
ing objections:

A large proportion of the 
articles are signed with the names of 
the writers, ev en when the work is 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
as the sporting or law departments of 
the [)a[>er. f)n the oth« T hand, the own­ 
ership of newspa[» ers is less fre« [uently 
lodgM in single hands than is the can»* 
in America. 
Wry many of the French 
pap« ‘is are owned by cnmpani« f or asso­ 
ciations, while the stock of sev eral of 
the bfwt known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit J ournal, is bought and sold daily 
on the Stock Ex change, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail­ 
way shait's or Gov ernment bonds. 
The circulation of all but a v ery few j 
of the Paris papers v aries enormously , 
according to the contents. If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adv er­ 
tised prev iously , or if itsfeuilleton, con­ 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen­ 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
run up 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Ls* J our 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort’s 
memoirs, its circulation went up fiv e­ 
fold, although the price of the paper 
had been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 
The French press is mnch more con­ 
centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany , 
for instance, it is not the press of B« *rlin 
that has the largt'St circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other matters, howev er, the French 
press only bears out the say iug that 
“ Paris is France.’’—Chautauquan.

They contain, how­ 
ev er, more phosphorus—the activ e fish, 
such as trout and pickerel, tiontaining a 
« till greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activ ity . The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon tlio amount of fat 
they contain. The whitefish are, there- 
forts deficient in carbon. If y ou should 
ask an intelligent cook whut v egetable 
to serv e with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly , potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohy drates. 
“ There are other kinds of fish, how­ 
ev er, sueh as salmon, catfish and stur­ 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohy drates, in conse([uence of which 
they an^ not so easily digest-ed as the 
white fish. The more oil they hav e dis­ 
persed through the body , the more diffi­ 
cult the digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liv er; in the dark fish 
it is dispt'rsed through the entire fl(?« h. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much better diet for the activ e 
man. Many authorities affirm that the 
mort‘ activ e fish, as well as the more 
activ e animals, giv e better muscle mak­ 
ing food than their more indolent rela­ 
tions.’’

The Dark Is B etter Than th# W hite For 
an A ctive Person. 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer, in The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, contends that there has 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to bust' any tub Ie regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. 
“ The albuminoid matter in 
white fish, as cod, haddock aud halibut, 
is in about the sumo proportion as in 
beef and mutton. 
They contain, how­ 
ever, more phosphorus—the active fish, 
such as trout and pickerel, containing a 
•till greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon the amount of fat 
they contain. 
Tho whitefish are, there­ 
fore, deficient in carbon. 
If you should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohydrates. 
“ There are other kinds of fish, how­ 
ever, such as salmon, catfish aud stur­ 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of which 
they are not so easily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis­ 
persed through the body, the more diffi­ 
cult the digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much better diet for the active 
man. Many authorities affirm that the 
more active fish, as well as the more 
active animals, give better muscle mak­ 
ing food than their more indolent rela­ 
tions. "

FRENCH JOURNALS. 


Sh ar#* of 8#v«*ral B ought and Hold Dally 
on th# Stork Kirhang#*. 
Most of tho French journals haven 
■allo do depechea, whore bulletins are 
displayed and a museum of relics of the 
paper is kept. 
French journalism is 
much more personal in regard to its lit­ 
erary composition than that of England 
or America. 
A large proportion of the 
article* ar* signed with tho names of 
the writer*, even when the work is 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
is the sporting or law’ departments of 
the paper. On the other hand, the own­ 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in single hands than is the caw** 
in America. 
Very many of the French 
papers are owned by compani*'# or asso­ 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the bi'at known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
on the Stock Exchange, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail- 
W’ay shares or Government bonds. 
The circulation of all but a very few 
of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents. If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver­ 
tised previously, or if its feuilleton, con­ 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen­ 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
run up 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort’s 
memoirs, its circulation went up five­ 
fold, although the price of the papor 
bad been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 
The French press is much more con­ 
centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. 
In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the sayiug that 
“ Paris is France.” —Chautauqua^

Tile Tempering of Spring*. 
It is a nice job to temper a steel 
spring 
properly. 
Like 
many other 
things, the preparatory work should be 
well done, or the tempering proper w ill 
The forge work 
rather low tem­ 
perature and gentle taps. 
Smiths are 
| beginning 
to understand 
that very 
many bits 
of forging have the life 
pounded out of them by heavy and cou- 
j (muons beating. Light taps smooth the 
turfac© and create what is equivalent 
to a cuticle over the metal. This should 
be carefully preserved. Light hammer­ 
ing consolidates the particles of steel 
gnd toughens the forging. 
It is said 
that continuous, steady and light blows 
with a hammer will magnetize* steel. 
It seems to pot life into it If it is nec­ 
essary to grind a spring, do it at the 
outset and before much of the hammer­ 
ing is done. 
Do not put it on an emery 
wheel. 
It breaks the cuticle and de­ 
stroys the integrity of tho metal. 
The 
hardening may be done by heating a 
large piece of iron to a red heat, then 
putting the spring on the iron until it 
is heated through.

Another way is to hold the spring 
over a bright fire until it is sufficiently 
I hot. 
It should be kept some distance 
from the fire, so as not to heat too 
quickly.
